These weeds 
have been many years building up 
and only through a persistent cam¬ 
paign of control can we hope to 
rid the country of them. 

There have been a few isolateu 
cases of rats being found west of 
the twelve mile zone at the Sas¬ 
katchewan border this year but, 
generally speaking, ; the situation 
in the province remains about as 
a year ago, according to Mr. Gcr* 
ba of the Pest Control branch. To 
keep this pest under control will 
only be possible if all -will be vigi¬ 
lant and report any of these- ani¬ 
mals to the nearest Pest Control 
Officer.

It seems to be generally agreed that the best 
defence against an atomic or hydrogen bomb is to 
be somewhere else when it explodes. So plans, rather 
sketchy as yet, have been made for moving people out 
of the cities that are probable targets as soon as pos¬ 
sible after a warning is received. 

The theory of this portion of civil defence is ad¬ 
mirable, but, as with all things that look well in theory 
there are certainly many flaws that could be discover¬ 
ed only in practice. And practice in this connection 
means actually performing the job of moving nearly 
everyone out of the city at a set time. 

Such a dress rehearsal would be possible if some¬ 
one had dictatorial powers to order it; but outside of 
a few Ottawa politicians who believe in dictatorship, 
with themselves as dictators, no Canadians are likely 
to advocate or submit to dictatorship in peacetime. So 
the dress rehearsal will have to await the outbreak 
of hostilities, the first intimation of which might be 
the explosion of bombs over several targets on this 
continent.
